EEK AT 


GENOA 


RISES have followed crises during the 

second week of the Conference. Bitter and 
dangerously violent controversies, precipitated 
by the treaty signed by Germany and Russia 
April 16 and kept alive since by Poincare’s in- 
transigence, have repeatedly threatened to break 
up the congress and to split Europe into two or 
more avowedly hostile groups. Phis calamity 
has been avoided by a combination of forces: 
Russia’s great need of recognition and economic 
assistance and Chicherin’s tact; Germany's de- 
sire to avoid alienating Great Britain; France’s 
reluctance to assume responsibility for de- 
stroying the Conference; but, most of all, the 
amazing capacity of Lloyd George for concilia- 
tion and compromise and his dogged determina- 
tion that neither ally or ex-enemy, passion for 
revenge or resentment, shall be permitted to 
ruin his plans. 


Allies and Russia 

A LMOST lost sight of in the belligerent 
£4 clamors from Genoa and Paris, the most 
significant development of the week is the prog- 
ress which the Allies and Russians have made 
towards an understanding. Both sides have 
vielded their extreme demands. The _ issues 
which still separate them, a loan and properties 
of foreigners in Russia, are very much _ nar- 
rower than the most optimistic anticipated two 
weeks ago. Not the propaganda documents of 
Rakovsky and the fulminations of certain French 
journalists and politicians, all of which are 
meant for consumption by the irreconcilables at 
home, but rather the following texts of the 
terms offered by the Allied powers, April iS 
ind Chicherin’s reply, April 21, are worthy of 
careful study. 


THE ALLIED PROPOSALS 

“Article L—The creditor allied Governments repre- 
sented at Genoa cannot admit any liability regarding 
the claims advanced by the Soviet Government. 

Article Il In view of the serious economic condi- 
tion of Russia, however, such creditor Governments are 
prepared to write down the war debts owing by Russia 
to them by a percentage to be determined later; and 
the countries represented at Genoa would be prepared 
to consider not only the postponeinent of payments of 
interest upon financial claims, but also the remission of 
some part of the arrears of interest or postponed in- 
terest. 

Article I1].—It must be definitely agreed, however, 
that there can be no allowance made to the Soviet 
Government against: First, either debts and financial 
obligations due to foreign nations; or, second, the right 
of such nationals regarding the return of their prop- 
erty and compensation for damage or loss in respect 
thereof.” 

THE RUSSIAN REPLY 

“The Russian delegation has examined with the 
greatest care the proposal of the allied Governments, as 
set forth in the official note of April 15, and at the same 
time has consulted with its Government there anent. 

The Russian delegation is of the opinion that the 
present economic situation in Russia and the circum- 
stances leading to it amply justify, in respect to Rus- 
sia, the complete remission of all her debts as set forth 
in the above-mentioned note by recognition of her 
counter-claims. 

However, the Russian delegation is ready to go a step 
further in the quest for a solution and adjustment of 


diflerences and to accepl Articles | and U and Item l 
of the above-mentioned annex, provided that war debts 
and arrears in interest, as well as postponed interest 
on all debts, are written down and financial assistance 
is given Russia to help her to recover from her present 
economic state in the shortest possible time 


Regarding Article III., Part 2, on the subject of the 
above conditions, the Russian Government would be 
ready to restore to their former owners the use of 
property, nationalized or reserved, under the reservation 
that, in the event of that being impossible, satisfaction 
shall be given to the legitimate claims of the forme: 
owners, either by mutual agreement rived at in 
directly between both parties, or in virtue of arrange 
ments to be worked out during the present conference 

Financial assistance from foreign sources is abso 
lutely vital for the economic reconstruction of Russia, 
and so long as there is no prospect of reconstruction 
forthcoming the Russian delegation clot not see its 
way to saddling its country with debts of which it 
would not be able to acquit itself 

The Russian delegation wishes it clearly understood, 
notwithstanding the fact that it appears obvious in 
point of right, that the Russian Government cannot as 

ime any obligation with respect to the debts of it 
predecessors until it has been officially recognized, de 
jure, by the interested powers

France and the Conference 
thew efforts of Barthou, the head of the French 


delegation, have been repeatedly weakened 


by bellicose announcements from Paris which 
culminated last Monday in the speech of 
Poincare at Bar-le-Due Phe threat to act ind 
pendently oi the other AL hie in enforcing 


lrance’s claims against Germany need not be 


taken too seriously. Poincare makes many rt 


vations which will give him ample excuse for 

marching into the Ruhr, even if by May 31 
Germany has not met completely the repara- 
tion demands made upon her. He is obviously 
eeking to maintain his positi n with the Na 
ionalists in the Chamber of Deputies and to 
void any show ol yielding. Thus the new 
premier probably hopes to avoid the fate which 
he had so large a part in preparing for his 
predecessor, Briand. None the less, his actions 
make Barthou’s position most difficult and 


eriously endanger the Conference. In the event 
of failure at Genoa. a very large share of 1 
ponsibility will rest on France. 


Russia and Poland 

SS in a note sent April 25 to 

Poland declares that the latter has violated 
both the peace treaty with Russia, signed at 
Riga, March 18, 1921, and the Baltic entent 
agreement, including Esthonia and _ Latvia, 
signed at Riga March 30, 1922, which gave de 
jure recognition to the Soviet government. 
There is no reason to believe that this com- 
munication is anything more than a formal pro- 
test against the action of Poland in signing the 
Allied statement against the Russo-German treaty. 
Only a wild flight of imagination justifies such 
headlines as “Russians Send Poland Menacing 


Note,” in the New York Times of April 26.
